Notre Dame. — War against a 
strong “would-be” aggressor can 
be prevented only by becoming or 
remaining stronger than such an 
aggressor and by blocking the ag- 
gressor through political isolation, 
Dr. Stefan T. Possony, noted mili- 
tary expert and author, asserts in 
an article appearing in the April 
issue of “The Review of Politics,” 
published this week at the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame. 

Dr. Possony, in his article en- 
titled “The Lessons of the First 
Atomic Year” points out that such 
a policy requires domestic support 
and sacrifice and balancing the ag- 
gressor’s military force.

Citing statements by Communist 
leaders to prove his thesis that 
Communism is based on principles 
that are exactly opposed to the 
concept of Democracy, Mr. Guth- 
rie warned against the distorted 
propaganda now eminating from 
Russia. © 

“The great danger among Amer- 
icans today is their acceptance as 
Gospel-truth of all the distorted, 
lying propaganda poured out by 
the organs of communication di- 
rected by the communist party,” 
he declared. “The communist press 
has capitalized upon the recent 
alliance of Russia and the western 
powers; they hail it as the begin- 
ning of a new era of peace and 
cooperation between all the coun- 
tries of the earth. Only now are 
we beginning to realize that if 
there is any cooperation, it will 
be on ‘terms’ dictated by Moscow.” 

“We, as individual Americans, 
must realize that communism is 
essentially anti-human and anti- 
God. We must accept the respon- 
sibility of not only attacking com- 
munism, as unAmerican and sub- 
versive, but also of correcting the 
undemocratic principles which 
flourish here as well. It is our 
duty and solemn obligation to fol- 
low the dictates of God, the Church 
and our conscience in the matter 
of correcting social injustices in 
our own land and, as far as we 
are able, in the matter of combat- 
ting godlessness and _ injustice 
throughout the world.”

Communists Now In 
Disfavor Use Others 
To Achieve Their Ends

HERE was a famous strategem 
used in bringing about the 
downfall of ancient Troy. One 
hardly knows whether Homer or 
the communists have made it more 
famous. The Greeks had been lay- 
ing siege to the city without suc- 
cess when they hit on the idea 
of building a wooden horse big 
enough to enclose a sizeable force 
of soldiers. 


Well they made their horse and 
pushed it up to the very gates of 
the beleagured city. The Trojans 
saw and wondered, and debated. 
Finally their curiousity got the 
better of them and one dark night 
they opened the gates of their 
impregnable city and pushed the 
huge horse inside for inspection. 
Thereupon the Greeks streamed 
out of it and laid the city wide 
open for their comrades warting 
outside. 


In 1935, at the Seventh Congress 
of the Communist International in 
Moscow, Comrade Dimitrov rec- 
ommended the same technique for 
weakening the democracies and 
speeding their collapse. 


“You remember Comrades,” he 
said, “the ancient tale of the cap- 
ture of Troy. Troy was macces- 
sible to the armies attacking her, 
thanks to her impregnable walls. 
And the attacking army, after suf- 
fering many sacrifices, was un- 
able to achieve victory until with 
the aid of the famous Trojan Horse 
it managed to penetrate the very 
heart of the enemy’s camp.” 


What was to be the Trojan 
Horse?—““We must utilize anti- 
fascist mass organizations as the 
Trojan Horse. Whoever does not 
understand such tactics or finds 
them degrading is a babbler and 
no revolutionary.” 


Idea Captured Honest

Indeed, says Eugene Lyons, com- 
menting on the strategem, “the

Church, Farmers Join Hands 
In One Cause: Conservation 


Churches in rural communities of Allen County and the 
surrounding farmers have joined hands in a cause pertinent 
to both: That of soil conservation. _ 
They have discovered the principle that conservation of 
souls and conservation of soil are inseparable—that what is 
good for the land is good for man. 


a 


Through the church and his own‘ 
individual thinking the farmer is 
learning that though the land was 
gifted to mankind for his use, it is 
not his own; that he is only a 
steward of the land, privileged to 
enrich it for his own gain, but 
duty-bound to conserve it for the 
following generations. 5 


Typical of this affinity -which 
can exist between the church and 
the farm is St. Joseph’s Catholic 
Church at Hessen Cassel. Eighty- 
five farm families in the area are 
members of the parish of which 
the Rev. Fred J. Westendorf is 
pastor. 

A Youth Problem 


A strong link between his church 
and his farmer parishioners, Fa- 
ther Westendorf looks at the im- 
portance of soil conservation from 
the youth angle: “If we want to 
keep youth on the farm we must 
promise them a good livelihood. 
That means conserving and enrich- 
ing the land.” 


Father Westendorf compares soil 
conservation to financial’ invest- 
ment: “The land is to the farmer 
what the bank is to the financier. 
He gets back just what he puts 
into it.” 

One of St. Joseph’s parishioners, 
Ernest H. Meyers, who farms 213 
acres in Marion Township, has 
learned the importance of soil 
preservation and is carrying out 
several practices. Both Mr. and 
Mrs. Meyers are descendants of 
several generations of farmers. 


Two-Way Affair 
Mr. Meyers learned about con- 
servation before he started farm- 
ing on his own. “I remember my 
Dad saying, ‘If you don’t take care 
of your land, it won’t take care 
of you.’” Meyers’ young son Bob, 
18, is learning young, too, that the 
soil must be replenished.

agreea ble stalemate” in its rela. 
tions with Soviet Russia, accord. 
ing to Dr. Waldemar Gurian of the 
University of Notre Dame, edi. 
tor of “The Review of Politics” 
and noted authority on Russia. 

‘Addressing more than 200 edu- 
cators, government officials and 
other persons at the closing ses. 
sion here May 4, of the three-day 
Conference of Midwest Political 
Scientists, Dr. Gurian warned the 
American people that during this 
stalemate “many exciting inci. 
dents and local crises must be ex. 
pected.” Others who spoke on 
American foreign policy at this 
session included Professor Harold 
Zink of. DePauw University, who 
was elected Chairman for the 1948 
Conference, and Professor John 
Brown Mason of Oberlin and Pro- 
fessor Harold M. Vimacke of the 
University of Cincinnati. 

Dr. Gurian, after declaring that 
present tension between the United 
States and the Soviets has re- 
sulted in the emergence of two 
worlds, said ~that, nevertheless, 


and economic war between the two 
countries would not, necessarily re- 
sult in a shooting war.” 

“Everything will depend upon 
the strength of the nerves of two 
opponents,” he added. “One can not 
deny the possibility that explosives 
may go off by mistake or by ac- 
cident, but one can also not ex- 
clude the possibility that the neces- 
sity of reconstruction will force 
Russia to postpone her political 
aims and try for an attempt at 
economic understanding with the 
United States ...” 

Dr. Zink, in his talk, praised the 
American Army for carrying out 
its responsibilities in Germany 
“well” under difficult circum 
stances. Blame for any shortcom- 
ings in American Military Govern- 
ment in Germany, he added, “must 
be borne by the highest political 
authorities in Washington and by 
ithe American people, rather than 
by American Army personnel in 
Germany.” 

Professor James R. Pollock. of 
the University of Michigan, who 
has just returned from Germany, 
told of his observations there in 
the discussion period following the 
formal address. He said that the 
United States by granting to each 
/German state in its zone the priv- 
ilege of writing its own constitu 
tion, has succeeded in planting the 
“seeds of democracy” in the Ger- 
man people to a much better 
extent than any of the other oc 
cupying powers. : |

St. Steghes Refutes Charges Made Against Him| " 


MR. J: And how does all that help Stephen clear himself, | 


BY THE REV. DANIEL W. MARTIN, C.M. 


FATHER 8. In our last instruction we were talking about 

St. Stephen’s discourse on the history of the Jewish people, in 
which he refutes the charges made against him and convicts the 
Jewish people of stubbornly resisting the will of God. Can you 
tell me about the first point in Stephen’s account? 
Vit-2-8 MR. J: First he tells about Abraham. He says 
that God called Abraham to go out of the land of 
Mesopotamia. Abraham then went to ny land of Haran, and 
after his father died Re came to the land of Palestine. But God 
didn’t give him any property in it, but He did promise to give it 
to his descendants after they were in slavery in a foreign country. 
Then he says that God gave Abraham the covenant of circumcision, 
whatever that means. And Abraham begot Isaac, and Isaac begot 
Jacob, and Jacob begot the twelve patriarchs. 

FATHER S: Now remember the charges against Stephen. 
He was accused of blasphemy because he taught that God would 
give a worship not centered in the Temple at Jerusalem in Pales- 
tine, and that He had given a New Law that supplanted the Law 
of Moses. Whether the Jewish leaders grasped the point of this 
reference to Abraham or not, what Stephen was pointing out was 
that the call to believe in the true and only God had come to their 
great forefather, the father of the Jewish people, not in the land 
of Palestine, but in the pagan land of Chaldea or Mesopotamia. 
Abraham himself had not possessed the land of Palestine. Why, 
then, would these people try now to tie down the worship of God 
to this land? 

Secondly, he attacked their false notion of circumcision, as 
though that were the source of all the merits and favors that 

were granted to the Jewish people. Far from it, for 
— “a when Abraham received the Messianic promises and 
9.12). made the father of the Chosen People, he was not 
circumcised. Circumcision was given only later as a 
sign of the convenant or contract that God had made him. That 
is the meaning of that phrase which puzzled you: the covenant of 
circumcision is the covenant of which circumcision was the out- 
ward sign, not the cause or source. What does Stephen take up 
next? 
MR. J: Next he tells about Joseph, one of the 
Vil:9-16 patriarchs. He tells how: he was sold into slavery by 
his brothers, the other patriarchs, and how God rescued him and 
gave him a place of great influence with Pharao of Egypt. Then 
he tells how Joseph saved his family during the famine, and how 
he brought all of them down into Egypt. 

FATHER S: Again, there is more to this incident than ap- 
pears on the surface. Joseph, notice, was the savior of his people 
from the destruction of the famine. But Joseph had first been re- 
jected by his own people, yes, even by his own brothers. And it 
was only through that rejection that he was put into a position to 
save them later on. At this point there is running through Step- 
hen’s mind the picture of a much more horrible rejection—the 
rejection of Jesus of Nazareth, the true Son of God, by His own 
people. But through that rejection and the crucifixion that fol- 
jowed it, salvation had come not only to the Jews but to all men. 


And then? 
Vit-17-34 MR. J: Then he tells about Moses. The king of 
Egypt made the Israelites expose all their children so 
that they would die. But Moses was adopted by the Pharao’s 
daughter and was reared in the court. And when he was forty 
years old, he went to visit his people and helped one of them who 
was being harmed by an Egyptian. He killed the Egyptian. The 
next day he tried to settle a quarrel between two Israelites, but 
they wouldn’t listen to him. So he had to flee from the land of 
Egypt, St. Stephen says—though I don’t understand why. But 
anyway, on Mount Sinai, he saw the burning bush, and God told 
him that He Himself would free the people from slavery, and that 
Moses was to go back to Egypt. 

FATHER S: Very good. I see that you studied this speech 
vu-17 very thoroughly. You overlooked, however, the fact 
in verse seventeen that the time had come for the 
fulfillment of the promises to Abraham. Remember that God had 
promised the land of Palestine to the Israelite people as their 
homeland after the period of their captivity in a strange land. 
That period of slavery had now come to an end, and God was 
about to commission Moses as the leader who would avenge the 
wrong done to the Chosen People and who would lead them 

through the desert into the Promised Land. The 
Vu:28-29 reason that Moses had to flee from Egypt to the land 
of Madian, southeast of Egypt, was that the Israelite people did 
not understand at first that Moses had this divine mandate to 
free them. Therefore, they looked on his avenging the Israelite on 
the previous day simply as murder. Well, since that was evidently 
the general opinion, the life of Moses was no longer safe in 
Egypt. Does that clear up that point, Mr. Jackson? 

MR. J: Yes, Father; it does. 

FATHER S: That’s fine. Let’s finish up the discourse on 
Moses, then we'll go back and see how the whole fits into Step- 

35.4 hen’s defense. St. Stephen relates that Moses the 
Viz35-43 rejected and disowned savior of his people (note 
that!) led them out of bondage with great signs and miracles. On 
Mount Sinai, he received the Law that would guide the people. 
But he also fortold that this Law would not be permanent, because 
he foretold that another prophet would come later as a spokesman 
from God, a great prophet to whom the people must hearken. But 
despite all these favors, the people were obedient neither to Moses 

nor to God, On the morrow of receiving the covenant or contract 
pes! the Law on Mount Sinai from Almighty God, they fell into 
the idolatrous worship of the Golden Calf And during the period 
of forty years while they wandered in the desert, forbidden to 
enter the Promised Land by reason of their continual and stubborn 
faithlessness, they turned as a body from the worship of the 
ue God to that.of the heathen sun-god Moloch, and the star-god

No member of that Sanhedrin could have professed a nfore sacred 
veneration for the memory of Moses than that which.Stephen very 
justly manifested. If anyone had not appreciated Moses, it was 
vi1-37 the Israelites themselves who, even when he was pres- 

me ent in their midst, continually proved themselves 
faithless and disobedient. And if these Jews professed such pro- 
found admiration and respect for his every word as they claimed 
to, how could they justify their.idea that God would never, could 
never give a New Law which would pérfect and supplant the Law 
given to Moses? For he himself had foretold another prophet, 
another spokesman whom God would raise up, even as He had 
raised up Moses, to be a leader, a lawgiver, and a savior. Moses 
had himself foretold that a New Law would come to supplant the 
one given on Mount Sinai. There was, therefore, no basis for their 
charge that he attacked Moses. And now, what does Stephen talk 
of next? 


MR. J: Ten tent of the testimony. What was that, Father? 

FATHER S: It was the place of worship which Israelites 
used in the desert and through the first centuries of their occupa- 
tion of the Promised Land. The tent itself was made of a wooden 
framework over which were hung dyed coverings. In it were two 
sections; in one of them was kept the Ark of the Covenant, con- 
taining the Tables of the Commandments, a vase of the manna, and 
the rod of Aaron which blossomed. In the other part of the tent, 
separated by a precious veil from that containing the Ark, was 
the altar of incense, the table with the loaves of proposition, and 
the seven-branched candlestick. This tent was set up in the midst 
of a court made by a wall of curtains. In the court was the altar 
of sacrifice and the bronze laver for ritual washings. When the 
Temple was built later, it-was a reproduction in stone and metal 
of the general pattern of this Tent of Testimony. 


St. Stephen here recalls that the Israelites worshipped God in 
vi1:44.50 this tent not only during the years they were in the 
: desert, but for about five centuries after they had 
taken possession of the Promised Land. Not even David, their 
greatest king and the founder of the dynasty from which the 
Messias would come, had worshipped in the Temple. It was built 
only after his death, by his son, Solomon. And even after it had 
been built, one of their greatest prophets, the prophet Isaias, had 
shown them that God is all-powerful, that God is everywhere, 
and that no house could contain His presence, nor could His 
favors be limited to one house alone. The point in all this is that 
Stephen is attacking the narrow view the Jews held of the Temple, 
as though only there could God ever be worshipped; at the same 
time, he is clearing himself of the charge of attacking the Temple, 
a charge based on his preaching that God would now supplant 
the worship of the Temple by a worship that would be restricted 
to no one place alone. 


MR. J: When you point these things out, Father, this all 
takes on a meaning that I had never even suspected when | 
studied it. 


FATHER S: That’s fine, Mr. Jackson, because now you will 
be able to see how the climax of the speech grows out of all that 
vi1:$1.53 St. Stephen has been saying. In a few words he sums 

sacuil up the rest of the history of his people. Stubborn 
and faithless from the very beginning, they had filled thé years 
after Solomon with one crime after another, with a continued 
series of acts of faithlessness, refusing to live up to thé: Law 
given them by God on Mount Sinai, persecuting and putting to 
death the prophets sent by God to warn them, until finally these 
very judges added to this list the crime that sums up all crimes 
committed since the foundation of the world when they rejected 
and: murdered the very Son of God, Jesus of Nazareth, the Man- 
God. 

The accused had turned accuser; the defendant had become 
prosecutor. The resentment of the spectators and of the San- 
vii:5e.40 hedrin had been rising all during this speech; now it 

: became a violent and tumultuous fury at this cli- 
matic accusation. But it was all lost on Stephen for the moment. 
There before him in ecstatic vision the heavens opened, and he 
saw Our Lord standing at the right hand of God. When he pro- 
claimed before them all what he saw in this vision, their anger 
broke all bonds. Apparently without the formality of a condemna- 
tion, the crowd seized upon him and dragged him out of the city 
for stoning. First the false witnesses dropped their heavy stones 
from a prominence on his prostrate form; then the other by-

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result of two attitudes: escapism 
and lack of effort. 


It would be difficult to convince 
the average American college stu- 
dent that outside reading and re- 
search in an effort to supplement 
class work are worth, the time 
spent on them. We have gradually 
acquired toward intellectual work 
a sort of factory mentality in 
which we live for our off hours. 
Class assignments have to be done 
in order to get the grades neces- 
sary for a degree. But doing out- 
side work on our own is too time 
consuming. We have an “I haven’t 
time” complex, and so well have 
we succeeded in convincing our- 
selves of this alibi that it has 
become a universally used excuse 
for doing only what is required. 


Challenge 

Although it may sound stuffy 
and pedagogical, it is neverthe- 
less true that for a student, enter- 
tainment must be educative. This 
does not mean that recreation 
should be confined to reading, con- 
certs and lecturés. It does mean, 
and this is the central idea, that 
entertainment should offer a chal- 
lenge to a student. Being dragged 
along with the crowd, being satis- 
fied with whatever is put before 
us, failing to criticize and dis- 
criminate are not marks of intel- 
ligence. Further, for a _ student, 
effort is demanded, not passively. 
Our relaxation should demon- 
strate spontaneity, creativeness, 
imagination, naturalness. All of 
these qualities require stimulating 
intellectual and physical effort. 

They challenge us. 
Besides being educative, enter- 
tainment should be social, that is, 
it should be shared with our fol- 
lows. This gives to our relaxation 
the added purpose of improving 
our ability to get along with oth- 
ers. 
by giving us an opportunity to 
share our talents and ideals with 
others and to receive the benefits 
of theirs. As students, we have to 
correct a basic misconception of 
“social life” as synonymous with 
dances and dates. 
Divorce 
So much has been written on 
modern separation (in all fields) 
between principle and practice that 
the divorce needs no underscoring. 
But this false student opinion of 
the nature of social life is one 
more illustration of our compart- 
mentalized view of education. 
Knowledge, ideas and discussion 
are confined to the classroom. Out- 
side of class, the world of ideas is 
in total eclipse. 
In all forms of relaxation we 
must remember these two key 
ideas—seek and accept a challenge, 
and make our entertainment so- 
cial. Obviously all forms of off- 
hour fun cannot be taken up here, 
but highlights can be considered: 
1. Movies: 
which appeal primarily to the in- 
tellect and which treat important 
ideas in an adult manner. Never 
go to a movie just to be doing 
something. Perhaps, since we like 
some order in our lives, an unusu- 
ally good movie can be selected 
each month, with a discussion of 
its merits. It would supplement 
intelligently the movie guide post- 
ed in the vestibule of your church. 
The Casual ‘It was Okay,” or “I 
didn’t think much of it” with 
which the average campus citizen

Why not 
plan, along with the games and the 
lunch, some really clever self en- 
tertainment that offers some stim- 
ulus to the mind and to the tal- 
ents? An amateur, on the spot 
presentation of a play or of a 
book is challenging, and mista :es 
merely add to the humor of the 
situation. 
4. Reading: Group reading of 
worthwhile classics and the best 
of modern literature gives us an 
opportunity to know books we 
otherwise wouldn’t get around to. 
More, it offers a chance for dis- 
cussion of the ideas and style of 
the authors.

Our Sisters 


FoR forty-four of the fifty-four 
years since Holy Rosary Par- 
ish was established, the Sisters of 
St. Joseph of Baden, Pennsylvania, 
have been in charge of the parish. 
grade and high school. 

This community was founded 
in 1650 in Le Puy, France. After 
the terrors and hardships of the 
French Revolution, six sisters came 
to St. Louis in 1836 at the re- 
quest of Bishop Rosati. 

Their work became known and 
houses were established in many 
cities. It was in 1869 that three 
sisters left Flushing, New York, 
for Ebensburg, Pennsylvania, to es- 
tablish a Motherhouse in the Pitts- 
burgh diocese. The division of 
the diocese in 1901] brought the 
sisters to Baden, a small town 
on the Ohio River twenty miles 
from Pittsburgh. 

Today, the Sisters of St. Joseph 
have charge of six schools in the 
Altoona diocese. In addition they 
conduct a hospital, an orphanage 
and a boarding school. Since 
1926 they have worked with the 
Passionist priests in Hunan, 
China. 

Holy Rosary parish boasts of a 
splendid record of workers in the 
Lord’s harvest: twenty-four priests, 
four brothers, séventy-three sisters, 
forty-five of which are members 
of the Sisters of St. Joseph.

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ALTER J. GIESLER of St. Louis, chairman of the Missouri Soccer 
Commission, is the latest advocate of that game to close in on 
me. He writes as follows: 

“I’ve read your column for a number of years and with even great- 
er interest during the past six months since you have been mention- 
ing soccer. Your recent article regarding Bob Burnes was interesting 
and as a ‘St. Louis guy’ I just can’t keep out of it. 


Soccer At Soldiers’ Field eee 


“Soccer is ‘universal’ in the fact it is played in 43 countries, 
but im our 48 states it’s another thing. The game is gaining 
popularity. One of the best examples is the increase in entries 
for the National Amateur Cup competition from 83 in 1946 to 
175 in 1947. The game on May 11 in Soldiers’ Field, Chicago, 
between ; alestine and a Chicago team is expected to attract 
over 590; spectators. We have them coming to St. Louis 
on May 21. So the game is gaining in attention, but there are 
a lot of states, including Indiana, where the game hardly exists. 


_ “How can we popularize soccer in your state? I know there 
is some soccer at Notre Dame, or at least used to be, as some 
N. D. alumni have told me of playing there.’ Let us have your 
suggestions.” 


I believe soccer would have great difficulty in making much 
headway in Indiana, because any sport, to get started, should begin 
with the boys on the playgrounds, then through grade school, high 
school and college. That is evidently the plan which has been followed 
with such outstanding success in St. Louis, for instance, but in 
Indiana it would be something else again. The youngsters in this 
State start playing basketball or softball when they’re large enough 
to throw either ball a few feet, and they keep that up winter and 
summer, with little time for any other games. In only a few sec- 
tions of the state do the schools go in for football in a serious way, 
and those sections are principally in the extreme north and south 
districts of the state. When Indiana school kids ever would find time 
to play soccer, or even get interested in it, is beyond me. Most of 
them don’t even play baseball any more; it’s all softball. Maybe 
if they got a chance at soccer they’d like it and eventually go for it 
in a big way, but I have never seen a game of soccer, or even a soccer 
field, in this part of the state. 


_ There is some soccer played at Notre Dame, but not as a var- 
sity sport and not on a competitive basis, strictly speaking. It 
is played by members of the physical education classes who choose 
up sides, or have their teachers designate the teams. Participa- 
tion in the game is compulsory, but not if any of the class mem- 
bers are taking part in varsity sports. The game was found 
to have been an excellent conditioner by the navy when the mid- 
shipmen’s and V-12 programs were being carried on full force at 
Notre Dame during the war. You could ‘frequently see three or 
four games going on at the same time, but now that the univer- 
sity’s program is back on a normal basis, the ‘only soccer is that 
mentioned above. 


Soccer enthusiasts, I believe, would have very tough sledding in 
gaining a footbold foi their game among the youngsters of Indiana, 
but, of course, they’ll never know until they try.

The Young Christian Workers 
had a humble beginning with the 
birth of its founder, Canon Cardijn. 
His father was a poor mine-work- 
er in Belgium, and his mother had 
to do housework in order to keep 
the meagre family budget balanc- 
ed. Mr. Cardijn’s health was fast 
failing. He would often say at 
the supper table that if front line 
divisions in any army at war lost 
as many men as does a group of 
miners-in the bottom of the pits, 
it would be recalled from battle 
immediately. 

It was decided one evening that 
Joseph and his brother would both 
seek work to help the family with 
their financial burden. It was then 
that Joseph informed his parents 
as to his vocation, the priesthood. 
When his father heard the ex- 
planation, he faced certain death 
by returning to the mines, but he 
offered himself up as a sacrifice 
for his son. 


‘Be a Priest of 
the Working Class’ 


A few months before his ordina- 
tion, Joseph was called to the bed- 
side of his dying father. The last 
words to his son were: “My boy, 
you are going to be a priest; be a 
priest for the working class. They 
need it!” Over his father’s dead 
body Joseph Cardijn took the oath 
to devote his life to the working 
class. The Young Christian Work- 
ers was born from that oath. 


During the next thirteen years, 
Cardijn started over and over 
again to build the Young Christian 
Workers. He kept changing his 
methods and eliminating the causes 
of his failure. Many friends told 
him that he was foolhardy to try 
to make apostles out of workers. 
He continued until he found the 
technique of specification. Funda- 
mentally, it is the cell technique 
and the inquiry method of observe, 
judge, act. 

In 1925 Father Cardijn, at the 
request of the Cardinal Mercier, 
travelled to Rome to obtain. the 
Pope’s approval of his work. After 
considerable trips to the Vatican, 
he finally obtained} permission to 
receive the Apostolic Benediction 
in the second row of a large gath- 
ering, but that was not the reason 
for which he had come to Rome. 
Going from room to room, he sud- 
denly came into the presence of 
Pope Pius XI. When the Pope 
heard the program of this enthusi- 
astic priest, he kept him for hours, 
and sent him back to Belgium with 
the heartiest approbation. 


To the International Congress in 
Paris, 1937, representatives of 
England, Ireland, Lithuania, Hol- 
land, Portland, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Switzerland, Canada, Colombia, 
and Madagascar knelt before an 
altar in the great stadium of Paris 
to witness the first former Jocist 
priest offer up his first Mass. At 
that altar knelt his mother, a 
typical workingclass mother, and 
behind her in scarlet robes the 
four Cardinals of France. 85,000 
Jocists, scattered throughout the 
arena, offered up their prayers for 
the newly-ordained priest. In the 
meantime, the Young ‘Christian 
Workers spread. 


The oareee of this Congress 
carried e€ movement to the 
United States and Annam, Ice- 
land and Australia. The organ- 
ization took root in England in 
1934, while two years previous it 
found its Way into Canada. In 
1935 six thousand gathered at 
Montreal for the first National 
Congress and four years later 
25,000 saw another National Con- 
gress highlighted by the One-Hun- 
dred Marriages.

Bloody Revolution 
Aim Of U. S. Red

HE Preamble of the latest 

Constitution of the Commun- 
ist Party of the United States. 
filled with Marxian “double talk,” 
proclaims that the Party “edu- 
cates the working class, in the 
course of its day to day struggles, 
for its historic mission, the estab- 
lishment of socialism.” 

The phrase “Historie Mission” 
has a sinister meaning. To the 
uninformed person it bespeaks tra- 
dition, but to the Communist, 
using his own words, it is “achiev- 
ing the dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat;” “to throw off the yoke of 
imperialism and establish the pro- 
letarian dictatorship;” “to raise 
these revolutionary forces to the 
surface and hurl them like a de- 
vestating avalanche upon the 
united forces of bourgeois reac- 
tion, frenzied at the presentiment 
of their rapidly approaching 
«<oom.,” 

In recent years, the Communists 
have been very cautious about 
using such phrases-as “force and 
violence;” nevertheless, it is the 
subject of much discussion in their 
sthools and in Party caucus where 
they readily admit that the only 
way in which they can defeat the 
present ruling class is by world 
revolution. 

The Communist, once he is fully 
trained and indoctrinated, realizes 
that he can create his order in 
the United States only by “bloody 
revolution.” 

Their chief textbook, “The His- 
tory of the Communist Party of 
the Soviet Union,” is used as a 
basis for planning their revolu- 
tion. Their tactics require that to 
be successful they must have: 

1. The will and sympathy of 
the people. 

2. Military aid and assistance. 

3. Plenty of guns and ammuni- 
tion.

President Joseph Curran of the 
National Maritime Union former- 
ly worked closely with the com- 
munists. He has now broken with 
them, and in The Pilot (organ of 
the NMU) of March 28 he tells 
some truths about them. 


“Within the union,” he writes, 
“approximately 107 of the 150 
elected officials of our union are 
communists who are more inter- 
ested in assuring that your union 
becomes a stooge union of the 
Communist Party than they are in 
keeping it an instrument belonging 
to the rank and file seamen who 
built it.” 

That’s a heavy representation of 
Reds in the union offices. It’s more 
than 70 per cent of the posts. 
But what of the membership? 
Curran tells the union members in 
The Pilot: “There are only 500 
Communists in our Union ... 
there are 70,000 to 80,000 of you, 
the rank and file and non-com- 
munists.” 


Red Tail Wags NMU Dog 


Nothing could illustrate com- 
munists’ scheming more than these 
simple statements. Less than one 
per cent of the membership con- 
trol 70 per cert of the union of- 
fices. The Red tail surely wags 
the NMU dog. And it is the “why” 
of, this which is of value. It takes 
place for one reason chiefly: The 
communists’ organized policy of 
deception. No wonder that Pius 
XI made use of so many different 
synonyms of “insidious trickery” 
to designate communist practices. 

It is “trickery in various forms,” 
too, which is worked overtime by 
the Reds in the effort to undermine 
the Church, to create confusion 
among Catholics, 

The communists, we know, are 
not the sole anti-Catholics in po- 
litieal life. The Social Democrats 
are also in that camp, unfortunate- 
ly. In Quadragesime Anno, Pius 
XI reminded us of the inability to 
reconcile” any form of socialism 
with ‘Catholic teachings. The vote 
of the Social Democrats against 
the Church in Italy brings this 
anew before us. What makes the 
communist practices in this re- 
spect particularly poisonous is not 
only the ruthJess manner in which 
it is pursued, but the deception 
Ww ich accompanies it. 

Two Methods Of Deception 


There are two methods of carry- 
ng through this deception against 
the Church. One way is to in-

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Infiltration Of Catholic Circles 


There has been for a long time 
a committee functioning in the 
Communist Party to assure and 
promote just such infiltration of 
the Catholic circles by the Reds.

claiming to be a Catholic.

Quill has never devi- 
ated from the party line. At this 
hour when the communists are 
ordered by New Times and Politi- 
cal Affairs, the source of their 
directives, to assail the Church, 
Quill bobs up in Boston with angry 
words against his own professed 
religion. He attacked the “labor 

olicies of the Church,” although 

e could not have got anywhere in 
his organizing activities had it not 
been for the Papal Encyclicals, 
particularly Leo XIlIl’s Rerum 
Novarum, “On the Condition of 
Labor.” 

Mike Quill knows very well that I 
met him in Communist National 
Committee meetings.

Manton On The Catholic Hour 


New York, May 4.—(NC)—‘“The housing shortage, for 
all its pity, is not half so tragic as the shortage of homes,” 
the Rev. Joseph Manton, C.SS.R., of Mission Church, Brigh- 
ton, Mass., stated over the Catholic Hour this evening. It 
was the priest’s first of a series of four addresses for the 
program, which is produced by the National Council of Cath- 


olic Men and carried by the Na-> 


tional Broadcasting Company. 

Deploring the fact that the fam- 
ily cirele today does not seek its 
recreation in the home, he said: 
“Gone are the days when the 
young folks would gather round 
the family piano and sing singable 
songs or play hilarious games in 
the parlor. Parlor? Nowadays 
they call it the living room, but 
very little living is done there 
aynmore. Now you could call it 
the leaving room; on the way out.” 

The principal members being 
harmed by this turn of events, the 
priest continued, are the ‘teen- 
agers, who, he said, “never lack 
for vitamins, but virtues” and for 
whom more attention is given to 
their “carrots than to their char- 
acter.” 

In the absence of supervised re- 
creation, Father Manton con-

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Moscow Sending 
Orthodox Prelate 
To United State 
But Archbishop Of 


New York Says Church 
Here Is Non-Russian 


New York, May 5—(NC)-—Met- 
ropolitan Gregory, of Leningrad, a 


[representative of the Soviet-dom- 


inated Moscow Patriarchate of the 
Russian Orthodox Church, is on his 
way to America and a tour of the 
300 Russian Orthodox parishes in 
the United States, Canada and 
Alaska, according to word received 
here. 

The imminent visit of the Rus- 
sian churchman has occasioned a 
statement by Archbishop Vitaly of 
New York on behalf of the four 
Archbishops of the Pussian Ortho- 
dox Church in America that “the 
true American Orthodox Church 
was not and is not.subject to the 
Moscow Patriarchate . . . the true 
church in Russia is underground,” 
Archbishop Vitaly criticized the 
action of his church’s Ecclesias- 
tical Sobor (formal Assembly) in 
“recognizing” the Moscow Patri- 
arch Alexis as spiritual head of the 
church in America. He said that 
this action, taken at Cleveland 
last November, was in violation 
of canon law, has been revoked 
by the American Archbishops, and 
this revocation has been confirmed 
in Europe by the Synod of Bish- 
ops, supreme governing body of 
the Russian Orthodox Church out- 
side of Russia. 


The Moscow Patriarchate, 
through the visit of Metropolitan 
Gregory, seeks to establish a re- 
lationship with the American Or- 
thodox group in order to raise its 
own prestige in the eyes of the 
Russian people and other believers 
in Europe and the Near East, 
Archbishop Vitaly explained. 


“Tt should be borne in mind,” 
he added in his statement, “that 
more than 200 bishops of the Rus- 
sian Orthodox Church are still in 
Russian jails or murdered. The 
present hierarchy holds church of- 
fice in Russia only on sufferance 
of the Kremlin. They have pur- 
chased their freedom at the price 
of political subservience. Nine- 
tenths of the clergy, however, who 
are imprisoned under various 
waves of persecution, still refuse 
to compromise, and continue their 
via dolorosa until death.

culated—all under the cunning 
manipulation of hidden communist 
workers.

It was the white-collar class 
that was duped: the teacher, the 
doctor, the lawyer; the writer, 
musician, actor; society matrons 
and debutante daughters; _ politi- 
cians, diplomats, and statesmen— 
people like Harold Ickes, who 
could once announce to the press 
that: 

’ “So far as the present is con 
cerned, fascism is the deadly and 
insidious foe that we must pre- 
pare to combat without loss of 
time. For this reason I suspect 
either the motives or the intelli- 
gence of those who would have us 
marshall our forces against a 
barely imaginary danger of com- 
munism while fascism thunders at 
the gates of our citadel of liberty.” 

The homespun folk were treated 
to interesting observations on the 
doings of our betters, such as 
this, from the Baltimore Evening 
Sun of Nov. 8, 1937: 

“Wearing a black ensemble with 
orchids at the shoulder, Mrs. Wil- 
liam A. Becker, National Presi- 
dent of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, attended the 
reception at the Soviet Embassy 
last night to celebrate the twen- 
tieth anniversary of the Russian 
Revolution”—when, one might add, 
all the people like Mrs. William A. 
Becker were taken out and shot 
by the good comrades. 

It was the day when Red Fas- 
cism was known as Soviet Demo- 
cracy—when the Russian Gestapo 
became the Commissariat for In- 
ternal Affairs. “Communism is 
the Americanism of the Twentieth 
Century,” etc. 


These Groups Furthered 
Aims of Communism 


That day ended only recently. 
But in looking back, we can dis- 
tinguish several types or degrees 
of cooperation: 

1. The out-and-out party work- 
ers, card holders in the Commun- 
ist Party, unscrupulous, ready to 
lie, cheat, steal, or murder for the 


cause of setting up an American 
Soviet.

In the 
United States today, there is one 
communist for every 1,814 persons 
in the country.” 


Tide~Has Changed 
But Reds Still Work 


However, the tide has turned, 
thanks to the astuteness and com- 
mon sense of Mr. Truman, and 
now we are likely to see a great 
shuffling around of fronts, reor- 
ganization, switching of names, 
ete.

Set-Back For Socialists, Communists 
Seen In Poll For Members To Administer 
New Socialized Welfare Organization 


Paris, May 5.—(Radio)—Elections throughout France 
for labor members of the administrative board of the new 
national social security organization have resulted in a set- 
back for socialist and communist labor groups and gains for 
Christian labor groups, notwithstanding efforts of the com- 
munist-controlled General Confederation of Labor, which 


. 


spent 60 million francs in the elec-?— 


tion campaign. 

Resuits show that about 60 per 
eent of the labor seats on the board 
were obtained by representatives 
of radical labor groups, 
about 30 per cent were obtained 
by representatives of Christian 
labor groups, and about 10 per 
cent by independent labor groups. 

Since one-fourth of the members 
ef the social security board are to 
be representatives of employers 
and three-fourths representatives 


of labor, these election results 
mean that representatives of radi- 
eal labor groups will be confined 
to about 45 per cent. of the mem- 
bership of the entire board. 

The composition of the social 
security 1s regarded as of the 
greatest importance in view of the 
complete ‘nationalization and uni- 
fication of social security in France 
recently voted by the National 
Assembly at the behest of the so- 
cialist Minister of Labor, M. Alex- 
andre Parodi, who sponsored the 
proposal for the grouping and mo- 
nopolization ef all social security 
funds, those for old-age pensions, 
sickness insurance, workmen’s ac- 
cident compensation, family sub- 
sidies, and unemployment, in a 
nationalized social security budget. 

The wisdom of this action is 
questioned by Christian and dem- 


ocratic groups on the ground that; 


it places at the disposal of the 
state a huge fund of 250 billion 
francs, or about $2,155,000,000, 
which must be invested by the 
State and which can betome a 
potent instrument in a program 
of totalitarianism. 

The new social security organi- 
zation now takes charge of homes 
for the aged, orphanages and other 
social welfare imstitutions, and de- 
frays the principal expenses of 
illness and maternity, including 
hospitalization and fees of doctors, 
dentists, pharmacists and others.

Federal Government To 
Act Immediately 


Quebec, May 5—(NC)—The 
Legislative Assembly of Quebec 
unanimously has requested the 
Federal Government to déclare il- 
legal the Labor Progressive Party 
in Canada. This is the party which 
was formed during the war when 
the Communist Party was banned, 
and is headed by the former head 
of the Communist Party in Canada, 
Tim Buck. The Labor Progressive 
is generally considered as the Com- 
munist Party of Canada today. 
Fred Rose, the communist Mem- 
ber of Parliament who was sen- 
tenced to six years in penitentiary 
during the recent Russian spy 
probe, was the only representative 
in the House of Commons of the 
Labor Progressive Party. 


The resolution asking the ban- 
ning of the LPP was introduced 
in the Quebec Legislature by An- 
dre Laurendeau, leader of the Bloc 
Populaire Party, and was sup- 
ported by Maurice Duplessis, Pre- 
mier of Quebec and leader of the 
Union Nationale Party, and by 
Adelard Godbout, former Premier 
and leader of the Liberal Party. 


During the discussion, Premier 
Duplessis reported that charts had 
been seized in Montreal which 
would indicate plans for an at- 
tempted communist revolution in 
1948, to coincide with the observ- 
ance of the centenary of Karl 
Marx. Mr. Duplessis said the 
communists were not numerous 
but they were very active. 


The seized chart was deciphered, 
it was said, after the key was 
found on a man whose name has 
been withheld. Deciphering of the 
chart is reported to have shown 
that the plan called for 100 men 
taking over the Montreal City 
Hall; 120 other men taking over 
the Provincial Police headquarters; 
and various other groups taking 
over other strategic centers in the 
city. Seized documents indicated 
that it was believed between 10,000 
and 12,000 persons could take over 
control of the Province of Que- 
bec | 


While supporting the motion to 
ban the Labor Progressive Party 
as a move in the right direction, 
Mr. Duplessis declared that other 
means must be taken to hold the 
communists in check. He expressed 
the belief that one of the best 
means to check communism was 
strict control of passports govern- 
ing entry and departure from Can- 
ada. It was unthinkable ~ that 
communists should be allowed to 
circulate freely between Canada 
and Russia, he added. 

Mr. Duplessis also urged con- 
trol of communist fiterature, 
which he said is entering Canada 
by the tons. There can be no com- 
promise with communists, Mr. Du- 
plessis warned. Communists have 
neither country, religion nor con- 
science, he said, but they do have 
the affrontery to state that they 
do not recognize any authority 
other than that of Russia.

Seats On Social Security Board 


Set-Back For Socialists, Communists 
Seen In Poll For Members To Administer 
New Socialized Welfare Organization 


Paris, May 6.—(Radio)—Elections throughout France 
for labor members of the administrative board of the new 
national social security organization have resulted in a set- 
back for socialist and communist labor groups and gains for 
Christian labor groups, notwithstanding efforts of the com- 
munist-controlled General Confederation of Labor, which 


spent 60 million franes in the elec- 


tion campaign. * 

Resuits show that about 60 per 
cent of the labor seats on the board 
were obtained by representatives 
of radical labor groups, while 
about 30 per cent were obtained 
by representatives of Christian 
labor groups, and about .10 per 
cent by independent labor groups. 

Since one-fourth of the members 
of the social seeurity board are to 
be representatives of employers 
and three-fourths representatives 


of labor, these election results 
mean that representatives of radi- 
eal labor groups will be confined 
to about 45 per eent. of the mem- 
bership of the entire board. 

The composition of the social 
security 1s as of the 
greatest importance in view of the 
‘complete nationalization and uni- 
fication of social security in France 
recently voted by the National 
Assembly at the behest of the so- 
cialist Minister of Labor, M. Alex- 
andre Parodi, who sponsored the 
proposal for the grouping and mo- 
nopolization ef all social security 
funds, those for old-age pensions, 
sickness insurance, workmen’s ac- 
cident compensation, family sub- 
sidies, and unemployment, in a 
nationalized social security budget. 

The wisdom of this action is 
questioned by Christian and dem- 
ocratic groups on the ground that 
it places at the disposal of the 
state a huge fund of 250 billion 
francs, or about $2,155,000,000, 
which must be invested by the 
state and which can be@ome a 
potent instrument in a program 
of totalitarianism. 

The new social security organi- 
zalion now takes charge of homes 
for the aged, orphanages and other 
social welfare institutions, and de- 
frays the principal expenses of 
iiness and maternity, including 
hospitalization and fees of doctors, 
dentists, pharmacists and others. 

Although the communist-domi- 
nated General Confederation of) 
Labor claims 6,000,000 members 
as against one million members of 
Christian labor syndicates, the 
election results indicate a pro- 
portion, as between the two groups, 
of representatives on the social 
security board of only two to one 
instead of six to one. This is re- 
garded as a distinct setback for 
the radieal labor groups. 

In Paris nearly all the represent- 
atives of the Confederation of 
Christian workers have been elect- 
ed to seats on the board. Among

Federal Government To 


y|Act Immediately 


Quebec, May 5&—~—(NC)—The 
Legislative Assembly of Quebec 
unanimously has requested the 
Federal Government to déclare il- 
legal the Labor Progressive Party 
in Canada. This is the party which 
was formed during the war when 
the Communist Party was banned, 
and is headed by the former head 
of the Communist Party in Canada, 
Tim Buck. The Labor Progressive 
is generally considered as the Com- 
munist Party of Canada today. 
Fred Rose, the communist Mem- 
ber of Parliament who was sen- 
tenced to six years in penitentiary 
during the recent Russian spy 
probe, was the only representative 
in the House of Commons of the 
Labor Progressive Party. 


The resolution asking the ban- 
ning of the LPP was introduced 
in the Quebec Legislature by An- 
dre Laurendeau, leader of the Bloc 
Populaire Party, and was sup- 
ported by Maurice Duplessis, Pre- 
mier of Quebec and leader of the 
Union Nationale Party, and by 
Adelard Godbout, former Premier 
and leader of the Liberal Party. 


During the discussion, Premier 
Duplessis reported that charts had 
been seized in Montreal which 
would indicate plans for an at- 
tempted communist revolution in 
1948, to coincide with the observ- 
ance of the centenary of Karl 
Marx. Mr. Duplessis said the 
communists were not numerous 
but they were very active. 


The seized chart was deciphered, 
it was said, after the key was 
found on a man whose name has 
been withheld. Deciphering of the 
chart is reported to have shown 
that the plan called for 100 men 
taking over the Montreal City 
Hall; 120 other men taking over 
the Provincial Police headquarters; 
and various other groups taking 
over other strategic centers in the 
city. Seized documents indicated 
that it was believed between 10,000 
and 12,000 persons could take over 
control of the Province of Que- 
ene 


While supporting the motion to 
ban the Labor Progressive Party 
as a move in the right direction, 
Mr. Duplessis declared that other 
means must be taken to hold the 
communists in check. He expressed 
the belief that one of the best 
means to check communism was 
strict control of passports govern- 
ing entry and departure from Can- 
ada. It was unthinkable ~ that 
communists should be allowed to 
circulate freely between Canada 
and Russia, he added. 

Mr. Duplessis also urged con- 
trol of communist literature, 
which he said is entering Canada 
by the tons. There can be no com- 
promise with communists, Mr. Du- 
plessis warned. Communists have 
neither country, religion nor con- 
science, he said, but they do have 
the affrontery to state that they 
do not <recognize any authority 
other than that of Russia.
